A. F. Of L. Affiliate 
May Line Up With 
Lewis Faction 


PORTLAND, Ore. (U)—One hundred 
thousand members of the Northwest 
Woodworkers Federation, at present 
affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, today were considering 
joining the ranks of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization. 

The Federation’s executive council 
voted 48 to 8 to submit the CIO ques- 
tion to a popular referendum. The 
resolution passed after heavy opposi- 
tion, 26 delegates refusing to cast bal- 
lots. 

Delegates refusing to vote included 
those representing the Puget Sound 
Council, with a membership of 20,000, 
all but two members of the Columbia 
River Council with a membership of 
7,000, and the Shingle Weavers’ repre- 
sentatives. 

Despite the evident opposition to 
abandonment of A. F. of L. alliance, 
Federation President Harold Pritchett 
of Vancouver, B. C., predicted “when 
our referendum yote is completed 90 
per cent of the workers will be for the 
CIO.” 

Woodworkers were to return their 
ballots to Federation headquarters 
here by midnight, July 10. Voting will 
be supervised by a board of three mem- 
bers of the executive board of the Fed- 
eration and two each from the 14 dis- 
trict councils of the sawmill and lum- 
ber workers union.

To Pay Dole 


Colorado Doctors, 
Lawyers Collect 2 
Per Cent Impost

DENVER (lP) — Colorado doctors, 
lawyers and beauty operators, now 
collecting for the state’s 2 per cent tax 
on their services, will submit their 
first returns to the treasury on June 
15. 

Approximately $125,000 will be turn- 
ed over to the treasury for the first 
half-month’s collections under Colo- 
rado’s new 2 per cent service tax, a 
companion measure to the 2 per cent 
sales tax that has been in effect two 
years. 

The service tax law enacted when the 
$45-a-month old age pension amend- 
ment earmarked 85 per cent of sales 
and liquor tax receipts for pensions, 
became effective May 14 upon the sig- 
nautre of Governor Teller Ammons. 


Funds Kept Separate 
Despite similarity in the two laws, 
revenues from the taxes will be used 
for separate purposes. Eighty-five per 
cent of the sales tax receipts must go 
for old age pensions. All of the serv- 
ice tax money will go into the general

An ordinance of the City of 
Placerville, State of California 
amending ordinance 533, providing 
for a reverue system for the city 
of Piacerville, providing for the 
payment of taxes; providing for 
the payment of taxes upon real 
property in easy installments; pro- 
viding for the giving of notice that 
taxes are due and payable specify- 
ing the time when each installment 
of taxes are due and payable and 
previding for the publication of 
delinquent tax lists. 

The City Council of the City of 
Placerville do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Section 30 of Ordinance 
533 of the City of Placerville is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Upon receipt of the assessment book 
from the Assessor, the Tax Collector 
shall be authorized to receive all sums 
so due for taxes; and within ten days 
after the receipt of said assessment 
book the Collector must publish a no- 
tice in the newspaner heretofore desig- 
nated as the official publication of the 
City of Placerville, a nutice specifying: 

a. That all the taxes on personal 
property secured by real property and 
half of all the taxes on real property 
will be due on the first Monday in 
November and will be delinquent on 
the last Monday in January next 
thereafter, at 5 o’clock p. m., and that 
unless paid prior thereto 5 per cent 
will be added to the amount thereof, 
and that if said one-half be not paid 
before the last Monday in January 
next thereafter at 5 o’clock p. m., an 
additional 5 per cent will be added 
thereto. That the remaining one-half 
of the taxes on all real property will 
be payable on and after the first Mon- 
day in March next thereafter and will 
be delinquent on the second Monday 
in May next thereafter at 5 o’clock p. 
m., and that unless paid prior thereto 
5 per cent will be added to the amount 
thereof. 

b. That all taxes may be paid at the 
time the first installment, as herein 
provided. is due and payable. 

c. The times and place at which pay- 
ment of taxes may be made. The Tax 
Collector may fix a date in advance 
of the due date when taxes may be 
paid. 

d. Such notice must be published for 
two weeks in the newspaper regularly 
designated by the City Council as the 
official publication of the City of 
Placerville. 

Section 2. Section 27 of Ordinance 
533 of the City of Placerville is hereby 
amended to read as fellows: 

The City Council must at their reg- 
ular meeting in September in cach year 
fix the rate of city taxes, designating 
the number of cents on cach one hun- 
dred dollars of property levied for each 
fund. and must levy the same upon the 
taxable property of the city.
